The uric-acid theory of gout gives 
the dietetic treatment as the elimina¬ 
tion of all nitrogenous or albuminous 
principles from the food. To this diet 
should be added natural mineral wa¬ 
ters. The medicinal treatment con¬ 
sists of alkalies and purgatives. The 
quinate of piperazine is considered the 
be.st remedy. While It Is not so rapid 
in its effect in relieving the pain of an 
acute attack of gout as some others, 
it nevertheless e.xfeeds all others in 
value. During an attack it should be 
given in doses of ten grains every hour 
and a half to two hours, dissolved In 
at least eight ounces of distilled wa¬ 
ter. .Sometimes a hypodermic injec¬ 
tion of morphine is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to relieve the pain in a paroxysm 
of gout. As many old subjects of gout 
have contracted kidneys, the use of 
morphine under these circumstances 
Is attciideiJ with some danger, and the 
drug should be administered with 
great caution.

OLD ANDERSONVILLE PRISON. | 

Famona Pen Is NoiV One of ttie Beant; 
t^pots of the «oiith. 

Tlip name Andersonville has become 
hl.storlc because of the famous jirison 
where from 25,000 to tto.OOO I'eaeral 
soldiers, who had been captured by 
the Confederate army, were contineil 
from 18<M to 18()5. 

The story of Andersonville has be¬ 
come 11 familiar one in every house¬ 
hold, writes Xetta C. Hall in Will¬ 
iamsport (1*11.) (irit. The part which 
the prisoners at Andersonville played 
In demonstrating: the superior patriot¬ 
ism of the American soldier is un¬ 
rivaled. There is nothiiiK in the world's 
history that surpasses it. “In the 
midst of suffering indescribable they 
refused the comfort and safety tenipt- 
Ingly proffered them by the enemy 
and remained true to their colors even 
unto the death." Time, the great heal¬ 
er, is rapidly obliterating the hareli- 
ness and bitterness connected with it. 
Future generations will learn from its 
softeneil and mellowed memories the 
great lessons of patriotism. 

At the close of the war in 1805 there 
was but one house at the railroad sta¬ 
tion known as Andersonville and to¬ 
day there is but little more. The at¬ 
traction for the great crowds often 
numbering twenty to thirty tliousand, 
that make their annual pilgrimage to 
this their mecca, la not that little sta¬ 
tion on the Central of Georgia rail¬ 
way, nor the red hills of Georgia and 
fragrant plney woods, although they 
furnish a pleasing landscape, but the 
national cemetery and the prison pen 
or stockade of war times, the latter 
remaining almost the same as when 
abandoned b.v the soldiery. 

The National cemetery was estab¬ 
lished in 18()5 b.v Captain James M. 
Moore, who on the morning of Jul.v 
26, 1865, under orders of the United 
States government, began the work of 
Identifying the graves, painting and

roes. The “Flower Hrigade." made up 
of children and young ladles from 
Fitzgerald, is an attractive feature in 
the program, each State in the Union 
being reprsented b.v a .voung lad.v bear¬ 
ing the naiiic of her State, and respor.d- 
Ing to the roll-call with an appropriate 
motto as her floral offering upon the 
Cenotaph in full view of the speakers’ 
stand and amid the silent applause of 
the tiny waving flags over the sur¬ 
rounding graves. 

A cari)et of Uermuda grass covers 
the grounds, mocking birds chant their 
reciuiems in the magnifleent magnolia 
trees, which on Memorial day are all 
abloom, the large, creamy-whltc clus¬ 
ters against the glossy dark-green foli¬ 
age and a variety of other forest trt'cs 
lending shade and beauty to the land¬ 
scape—the ivy-grown walls and the 
heavy natural forest surrounding it 
all. ' 

The States of New Jersey, Maine. I 
and Pennsylvania have placed statel.v 
monuments with sidtable inscriptions 
chiseled on each, that of Pennsylvania 
attracting unusual attention. 

The statue on the top of the monu- , 
ment represents the Andersonville prls- i 
oner at his best—which is that of a | 
shninken. emaciated form, threadbare i 
clotlies, dejected air and sad counte¬ 
nance. 

The noted prison stockade is l,r>40 
feet long and 750 wide, containing 27 
acres. The dead line is 17 feet from 
the stockade and the sentry boxes 30 
yards apart. The inside stockade was 
18 feet high, the outer 12 feet and the 
distance between was 120 feet. 

In 1896 the National W. It. C. ac¬ 
cepted these grounds as a sacred trust, 
tendered them by the Georgia depart¬ 
ment G. A. U.. and Llzabeth Turner of 
Boston was elected chairman of the 
Board of Managers. They purchased

lettering headboards, laying out walks, 
and enclosing the grounds now known 
as Andersonville National cemetery. 
One hundred and twenty thousand feet 
of lumber was used in making those 
wooden headboards. Tlie cemetery 
proper is located one-quarter of a mile 
north of the prison grounds and con¬ 
tains twenty-flve aert«, and the drive¬ 
way leading from tlie railway station 
to this cemetery is divided by main 
avenues running through the center 
and subdivided into blocks and sec¬ 
tions. 

Walks ■were laid out, ground clear¬ 
ed of stninps and stones, trees, shrub¬ 
bery and flowers planted, drain-tiles 
laid, the graves and entire ground sod¬ 
ded with grass and enclosed with a 
brick wall, now ivy-grown, and a com¬ 
modious residence built for tne super¬ 
intendent of the cemetery. The dead 
were found buried In '"enohes on a

Bite selected liy the Confisleratcs, and 
no prettier siiot could have been cho- 
aeu, about 600 yards west of north of 
the stockade. 

So closely had tlie uncollinod and 
emaciated remains been liurled that 
each grave oceuiiied but little over 12 
Inches in wldtli, consequently, Uie 
small tablets, provided by tlie govern¬ 
ment, measuring 10 inches in width, 
nearly touched each other. To-day 
those tablets are replaced by neat mar¬ 
ble headstones. On these small mar¬ 
ble slabs is chiseled the name, rank, 
reglmeut, company and date of death. 
Of that number there were 12,461 and 
on 451 other and shorter slabs Is only 
the word—“Unknown.” These are 
scattered through the long rows of 
headstones and are easil.v detected by 
their height and tell a pathetic story, 
their fate unknown and their last rest¬ 
ing place a mystery. like sentinels 
on guard, the long rows of white head¬ 
stones gleam In the sunshine with 
beautiful shrubberj- and majestic trees 
for a background and on Memorial day 
starry banners float from each, the 
Red, W’hlte and Blue fanned by the 
soft Southern breeze like fields of 
waving blossoms. According to offi¬ 
cial records 13,710 prisoners lie burled 
there. 

On each Memorial day several hun¬ 
dred from the Old Soldiers’ colony at 
Fitzgerald, and members of the 


an additional i'iYj acres to Include the 
northwest portion of the stockade, 
thus making in all 82 2-10 acres, which 
includes not only the stockade but nil 
of the forts and earthworks surround¬ 
ing It as well as the roadway to the 
public road lending to the railway sta¬ 
tion. There is the Main fort, or “Star 
Fort,” tlie Confederate forts and bat¬ 
teries, powder magazines In “Star 
Fort,” site of gallows wiiore maraud¬ 
ers were hung, site of Captain Wlrtz’s 
headquarters, the city gates of Bo.stoii 
which were donated for this purpose 
by tliat city and gratuitously carried 
to their destination at Andersonville 
by all railroads on their route, the site 
of tile dendhouse. Stockade creek, n 
brancli of Sweetwater, the flag staff 
and the wells and tunnels dug by the 
prisoners, and the famous Providence 
spring. ' 

A short disfaiice to tlie west of “Star 
Fort” still staiiils a large hickory tree 
which was used as a post of observa¬ 
tion to watch the piisonei-s wltlilii the 
stockade. Notliing has been destroyed. 
As those cnfeehl(H:l soldiers left it so it 
stands to-day. Of the stockade itself 
notliing now remains but the stumps 
imderground from wlilcb the lines may 
bo easil.v traced. They are mostly 
(litch-iiine wlileli will last for many 
years. The entire (iroperty is now en¬ 
closed with a wire fence with conven¬ 
ient gates. 

'The dark and murky creek bed of 
the 60’s. whose shallow waters in those 
days were containlpoated with I ho re¬ 
fuse of the two camps of soldiers and 
the stables, has been olenreil of niider- 
hnisli and now sparkles and dnnees In 
the sunlight, clear, pure and imdeflied. 

On Memorial day, 189.8, a beautiful 
flag staff 115 feet liigii was erected 
within the stockade in front of the 
caretaker’s house. The staff came 
from tlie Old Soldiers’ colony at Fitz¬ 
gerald, Ga., and Is the gift of W. U. C. 
No. 2. and members of the CL A. R. of 
that city. From Its peak floats a flag, 
the gift of the Pri.soners of Wnr Asso¬ 
ciation of Connecticut. 

The- W. R. C. No. 9 of Kansas, and 
No. 172 of Massachusetts, donated the 
graceful arch at the main entrance on 
the west boundary of the grounds and 
at the beginning of the 100 feet right- 
of-way leading to the railway station, 
which bears the Inscription “Andorson- 
vllle Prison Park—in memory of the 
unknown dead at Andersonville.” 

One hundred feet north of the north 
line of the old stockade, the W. U. C. 
has built a substantial nine-room house 
which is occupied by the caretaker 
and hi* family and is commodious 
enough for the entertainment of such 
guests as may require accommodations. 
Grand Army comrades and such old 
Federal soldiers who are unable to 
pay, are furnished comfortable lodg¬ 
ings by the caretaker, temporarily and 
without charge. Illinois furnished the 
reception room and Massachusetts, 
Ohio and Michigan each furnished a 
sleeping room.

When released Geyman again took control of his property, but found 
that during his absence it had been conducted with as much Judgment as It 
had ever been before, and Mrs. Geyman has been so pleased with her 
success that she will probably take a greater interest than ever In the Yan¬ 
kee Boy. 

Geyman, who had been prominent In mining and political affairs fo» 
some years, was sent to Jail by order of a Judge of the United States Court 
for contempt for mining In territory which Ids neighbors said was outside 
his claim, but which he believed and still believes was in his own property. 
The englneein for the other party to the dispute were able to convince the 
court that he was wrong and so Geyman got a term of forty days In Jail 
and served the full rime.

For each one of these 
adventurous young women is the own¬ 
er, In her own right, of many acres 
of good farm land. 

From Bonesteel, S. D., which is the 
town nearest the Rosebud claims, 
comes the news that the community 
Is In the throes of palpitating, trem¬ 
bling excitement. The single men are 
looking religiously neat and clean. 
Since the arrival of the fair farmers 
they lave lost their taste for drink 
and shooting things up. They have 
become orderly citizens, and the au- 
tliorlUes are patting themselves on the 
back every time they think of land lot¬ 
tery and the fine crop of young wom¬ 
en It brought. 

Apart from the young men of Bone- 
steel there are hundreds of other men 
who would like to make a good Im¬ 
pression on some of the women. Every 
evening the one and only train which 
arrives dally nt Bonesteel brings a 
large bundle of mall for United States 
lAind Commissioner J. D. Keller. 
About 10 per cent of the letters per¬ 
tain to legitimate business; the rest 
of the letters are from men who, hav¬ 
ing heard that there are a number 
of women who desire husbands to run 
their farms, are offering themselves 
as candidates In the matrimonial mar¬ 
ket. This has happened because he 
gave an Interview to the newspapers 
about these young women. 

It has been cynically declared that 
matrimony is to a large extent a mat¬ 
ter of money. Anyone looking over 
a portion of the leGers would soon 
come to the conclusion that the mar¬ 
ital state is indeed to be considered 
only from a financial standpoint. 

From the southern borders of New 
Mexico to the Canadian line, from 
New York to San Francisco, In half 
a dozen different languages and In a 
thousand different styles of spelling, 
these letters are coming. All of them 
show very plainly that the writers 
want to correspond with none except 
Giose who own farms. 

Most of the letters are misspelled, 


written in pencil and poorly com- 
I>osod. But now and again there 
I comes one which shows that the writ¬ 
er has at least a good education. One 
or two send references, and one in 
particular names the Governor of Vir¬ 
ginia as his sponsor. Some have 
money—or say they have—but the 
greater part of them Just moilestly 
declare themselves to be poot, hard¬ 
working, honest young men, who have 
been unable to find a suitable help¬ 
mate In their own community and de¬ 
sire a wife and a start In life at the 
same time. 

One man, a resident of Arkansas, 
writes that he wants a wife from the 
lucky number, not from any mer¬ 
cenary moGve, but “becos the Arkan- 
saw gulls ain’t wuth shucks.” He 
then goes on to devote a paragraph or 
two on the peculiarities of the girls 
In that State, and advises Mr, Keller 
not to marry a girl from Arkansas. 

Another man In a small town In Cal¬ 
ifornia wishes to be as businesslike as 
possible and makes use of a type¬ 
writer. His letter reads as follows; 
"Der Bur. 

•T HAVE HEARD that YoU hAv 
Sum gurlls you Want tOO get married 
so 1 thOo I Would rite too YOu to 
tell WuN THat 1 will HAve her. I’m 
35 (thuFTyFIVe) yeaRs ols aND a 
Hard wurKer. PLease rite Quick.” 

The girls themselves seemed to be 
taking all this as a matter of course. 
They seemed to be properly Impressed 
with the fact that a good farm iu their 
own right considerably enhances thelt 
cliarms. 

With their coming the old regime 
In Bonesteel has been completely 
eliminated. YVhnt was a typical, old- 
time frontier town—lawless, fearing 
neither the Almighty nor the marshal 
—is now changed to a la'w-abldlng. 
rather gay comiininity. And the 
change has l>een caused by the Influx 
of these women. 

Many of the men who drew claims 
are single, but Giey are practically out 
of the matrimonial market, so far as 
these women are concerned. The law 
provides that should any of the women 
drawing claims marry any of the men 
who have claims only one of the two 
can retain a claim. With the prospect 
of losing their claims before them, 
those who are so much sought after 
elsewhere are merely women, the 
same as thousands of others, to these 
men. Besides, It Is hard to find one 
of these men who has not a photo¬ 
graph of the one and only girl hang¬ 
ing up somewhere In the lltUe frame 
shack.
